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EPSILON SAYS 

The most vital need of Phi Nu at this period in our brief history 
is cooperation. Why? Because no organization, be it large or 
small ;—business, political, or social, can maintain that position in this 
world which is cherished by every human being,—the position of the 
best,—of supremacy,—without cooperation. How shall we cooperate? 
If we pay our dues; if we work hard on this committee or that com- 
mittee; if we make use of every idea which seems to us to be for the 
best of the Fraternity : are we not then cooperating? NO. These, in- 
deed, are invaluable factors, but they are impotent if they can not be 
so Organized as to work together. A COORDINATION of these 
valuable factors is needed in order to produce an efficient, smoothly 
running, and valuable whole. . 

And how can this coordination be brought about? First, by a 
willingness to sacrifice——to give all you are expected to give—and 
then some more. To give freely of your time, of your brain and of 
your money if needs be. Second, by a willingness to swing into things 
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with others of the group when the interests of the Fraternity are at 
stake. Cooperate with those who are trying to put something across 
for the group as a whole. And third, by a willingness to bear with 
others, to tolerate—to allow, without hindering those things which 
the majority believe are worth while for Alpha Chi Rho. 


Then, too, it isn’t all a lack of coordination. There is plainly 
visible a lack of initiative on the part of many of the Brothers. It 
should not be necessary for one of the officers of the Chapter to ask 
that certain things be done when it is apparent to many that that task 
must be accomplished in the interests of the group. Originality, in- 


itiative, willingness—those are the things among others which are 
needed. 


Phi Nu is confronted with a serious problem,—one which is 
hardly realized by many within our Chapter. We have only been on 
this campus for a bricf six years. Our first four years were pointed 
out by those within the college, but outside the Fraternity as successful 
Periods,—years of which Alpha Chi Rho could well be proud. But 
to-day,—what about it? Is the old report STILL true of this young 
Hestanty on Dartmouth’s glorious campus? Epsilon does not answer, 

ut instead places there a big quetion mark. How does Alpha Chi 
ho rate on the granite hills of New Hampshire today? 


_ But no, let’s not answer that question for ourselves. That is for 
ot ers to answer. The problem for us is to so carry on in Phi Nu that 
rete can be but one reply to that question when any of our grads 
place it before a man who “knows the campus.” The answer is con- 
ditional upon our own attitude. If we adopt the “Let George do it” 
Sure Nu is hopelessly lost. But if we of this group will first 
fie Me Ee ate be done, and then get together, help each other, share 
THEN. het ility, and get Phi Nu working harmoniously and efficiently, 
» Sut not until then, we will do a great deal for Alpha Chi Rho 

and Dartmouth.

SOPHOMORE RUSHING 


Ken Hodgdon outlined the new ruling of the administration in 
regard to sophomore rushing very clearly in the last issue of the 
InereLu. There is little that can be said here which he has not already 
made clear, except that the Interfraternity Council, at a meeting late 
in March, adopted a preliminary set of rules to govern the rushing 
in the Fall of 1926. ; 

Space does not permit a complete outline of the new rules as 
accepted, but a brief resume will doubtless be of, interest to those 
who read this. A week after the opening of college in the fall a meet- 
ing of the freshmen will be called at which time all 1929 men will be 
required to sign a pledge that they will not bind or obligate themselves 
during freshman year to any fraternity in any manner. _ Failure to 
comply with this regulation will render the freshman ineligible to be 
bid by any fraternity during his college course. Similar pledges must 
be signed by every member of each fraternity. 

In general the fraternity houses will be closed to all freshmen, 
but open house dates may be set aside at the discretion of the Inter- 
fraternity Council. — , 

Sophomore bidding will take place on the second Saturday of the 
college year, the Stanford preferential system being used. 

What will the new system mean to Phi Nu? That is a difficult 
question to answer,—and perhaps it would be just as well for us to 
defer the reply until after the first rushing season has taken place. 
Indeed there is one thing which we can say with absolute assurance, 
and that is that there will be a difficult bridge for Phi Nu to gap. 
For a short time there will be but two delegations in the chapter, and 
the burden of rushing will rest entirely on these two groups. Doubt- 
less the first two years under the new system will be the hardest for 
Phi Nu. You graduates may help us to partially bridge this gap by 
advising us about prospective Alpha Chi Rho material, thus helping 
materially in the difficult rushing problem. 
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In concluding we can do no better than to quote from Ken Hodg- 
don’s article in the last issue; “But not only the eyes of all Brothers 
should be turned toward the Fraternity; helping hands should also be 
extended. Recommendations, a good word now and then to a prospec- 
tive candidate, and helpful suggestions will all work for a good '29 
delegation.”

When Brother Porter, Phi Gamma, was here last February at 
the time of our Initiation banquet he suggested that Phi Nu might 
like to join with the three other New England chapters in an all-New 
England smoker, to be held at Wesleyan.

It's easy enough for us to lay down a lot of recommendations 
to those whom we are leaving to carry on the work of the fraternity. 
But if we did so some one would be sure to ask why we had not 
thought of them sooner, so that then they could be carried out without 
any chance of misinterpretation. Therefore we will not do that, but 
rather ask that one policy be carried out that will succeed ultimately 
if not obviously. 

In all the hum-drum of our existence here, and the many inci- 
dental occurrences that make Dartmouth human, our little group has 
been working hard for its ideals. There are certain things that we 
have wanted. Some we have gotten by excessive effort. Some we have 
failed to get and see no real reason why. We have had our happy 
and our sad times together. But after all they have added something 
to ourselves that we did not fully realize before.
